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TWO MILLS RETURNED. 


The United Box Board and Paper 
Company Sells Them Back. 


Original Owners Now in Possession—Legal Formalities Ended 
—Some of the Details of the Transactions—The Official 
Statement Agreed to By All the Parties Interested— 

0. C. Barber’s Statement. 





The return of the Oswego and Penn Yan mills of the 
United Box Board and Paper Company to their former 
owners, which was announced in THe Paper Trape Jour- 
NAL two weeks ago, was legaliy completed on Thursday of 
last week, at which time the necessary papers were filed at 
Oswego, N. Y., and Trenton, N. J., discharging the suits 
in equity brought by F. G. Weeks and John A. Shutts, the 
original owners. The injunctions, which for a long time 
have restrained the transfer of the stock of the United 
Box Board and Paper Company, were dissolved with the 
filing of papers in the courts. Besides the discharge of the 
suits deeds were recorded conveying back the mill proper- 
ties to the Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company and to 
John A. Shutts. The Oswego company took possession of 
its property last week and will in the future operate it in- 
dependently. 

In regard to the terms of settlement it is stated that the 
owners of the plants returned to the United Box Board 
and Paper Company all the stock they received for their 
property. In the case of the Oswego company it is stated 
that the original owners of the Oswego Falls Pulp and 
Paper Company returned to the treasurer of the United 
883,000 shares of the preferred stock of the United and 
740,000 shares of the common stock, which the former 
company received for its plant. The United Box Board 
and Paper Company, on receipt of the cash, $175,000, can- 
celled a purchase money mortgage for $175,000, given by 
the Oswego company to the United Box Board and Paper 
Company for part of the purchase price of the plant. 

The Shutts mill was paid for by the United by giving 
the owners 54,800 shares of preferred and 47,000 shares of 
the common stock of that company. These stocks have 
now been returned to the treasury of the United. Several 
hundred thousands dollars in bonds of the United have also 
been returned to the company as a result of the transac- 
tions whereby these two mills have been returned to their 
original owners. 

The underlying lien for $25,000 on the Oswego mill, 
which was assumed by the United at the time the property 
was taken over, was wiped out as far as the Oswego plant 
s concerned by the payment of that sum in cash to the 
United. The total cash that changed hands in the transac- 
tion was therefore $200,000, all of which was paid the 
Oswego company. 

By the terms of the transfer it is said that the United 
Box Board and Paper Company will have the sale of the 
product of the board machine of the Oswego Company for 
a period of three years. The product of the other machine, 
namely, news paper, will, as heretofore, be sold by H. Les- 
ter Paddock, of the Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, 


Conclusion of the Legal Formalities. 


Futon, N. Y., January 23, 1905.—By filing a certain 
deed and mortgage in the county clerk’s office on Thursday 
of last week, the last formality of the law was complied 
with, and title to the plant known as the Oswego Falls 
Pulp and Paper Company mills reverted from the United 


Box Board and Paper Company to its former owners, For- 
rest G. Weeks et al. 

It is doubtful if any action before the courts has attracted 
so much interest among the paper manufacturers as the 
case of the Oswego Falls Pulp and Papez Company against 
the United Box Board and Paper Company, which has been 
in litigation for the past two years. Basing its argument 
upon fraudulent statements alleged to have been made 
by the agents of the box board combination, the Oswego 
Falls Pulp and Paper Company. demanded the return of 
its plant and its title free and clear from the corporation 
to whom it had been transferred. The case was commenced 
in the Supreme Court of this State, but later, on a motion 
made by the attorneys of the combine, was transferred to 
the United States Circuit Court. This motion was then 
argued before Judge Ray, of the United States Supreme 
Court, who decided in favor of the Oswego Falls Pulp and 
Paper Company, and the case was remanded to the State 
court. A demurrer was entered and the argument was 
heard before Justice M. L. Wright, of the Supreme Court, 
who sustained the complaint and overruled the demurrer 
interposed by the trust. 

The case has now been settled, the deed of the mills de- 
livered to the Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company, and 
Justice Wright has granted an order discontinuing the 
action without costs to either party as against the other. 

By the terms of the settlement, a mortgage for $200,000, 
covering the company’s property at Fulton, is given the 
United Box Board and Paper Company, and $25,000 in cash 
is added. The deed of the mills was delivered and record- 
ed, the mortgage placed on record, and the final formalities 
complied with on Thursday last, the 19th inst. The Os- 
wego Falls Pulp and Paper Company now stands in the 
same position that it did before entering the combination. 

The tonnage of the Fulton paper mills will doubtless be 
increased through the large and steady runs of the Oswego 
Falls mills. For the past eighteen months the box board 
machine has been idle considerable of the time, a condition 
unheard of prior to the sale of the mill 

Although the above action has occupied nearly two years, 
an answer to the complaint of the plaintiff has never been 
served by the Box Board atorneys. 





0. C. Barber on the Settlement. 


O. C. Barber, when interrogated regarding the settle- 
ment of the Weeks and Shutts suits against the United 
Box Board and Paper Company, made the following state- 
ment: 

“The suits filed by Weeks and Shutts to set aside the sale 
to the United Box Board and Paper Company of the prop- 
erty of the Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company, have 
been withdrawn, and the injunction restraining the transfer 
of certain stock of the company has been dissolved. 

“The United Box Board and Paper Company has soll 
to Mr. Weeks and certain of his associates the property of 
the Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company for a very sat- 
isfactory price. All of the securities that had been issued 
to Mr. Weeks and his associates have been surrendered by 
him to the company. All claims of every character what- 
ever held by Weeks and his associates against the United 
Box Board and Paper Company have been settled, and 
bonds of the United Box Board and Paper Company to 
the amount of $150,000, in addition to a further amount of 
$200,000, represented partly by cash and partly by notes 
secured by mortgage, have been deposited in the City Trust 
Company, of New York, and will be held by the trust com- 
pany as security for thé outstanding bonds of the United 
Box Board and Paper Company, which, on January 1, 1905, 
amounted to $1,300,000. The practical effect of the transac- 
tion with Weeks has been, then, to reduce the bonded debt 
to $950,000, in addition to which all claims of every char-

PAPER BAGS ADVANCE. 


Details of the Increases Announced 
on the Various Grades. 


Conference of Paper Bag and Bag Paper Men—Those Who 
Were Present at the Meetings, Which Continued for 
Three Days—Committee Appointed to Work 
Out the Details of the Work. 








The paper bag manufacturing concerns of the country 
were practically all represented at a three days’ meeting 
held at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, New York, on Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday of last week. The object of the 
meeting was to reach an agreement, if possible, on a com- 
mon and uniform advance in prices. After wrestling with 
the problem for three days the whole question was finally 
left to a committee to fix the discounts on the various 
grades. The report of this has not as yet reached the 
trade. 

The Continental Paper Bag Company, of New York, on 
Monday of this week announced the following advances 
on a number of its grades of bags: Cheap special and 
standard grades, 5 per cent,; on the cheaper grades of 
patent bags, 5 per cent.; on its heavy and extra heavy 
squares, 5 to 15 per cent., and on saichel bottom bags, 20 
per cent. These advances are assumed to be identical with 
those recommended by the committee. 

The advance on bags has been brought about by an 
agreement to which the Union Bag and Paper Company, 
the Continental Paper Bag Company, the members of the 
United States Paper Bag Manufacturing Association and 
nearly all the outsiders are said to be parties. Without 
the co-operation of all the companies in the field it would 
be impossible to make an effective advance. In an en- 
deavor to harmonize all interests three days were spent 
in meeting. At the end of that time a committee of three 
bag manufacturers was left to work out the details of the 
proposed advances. This committee put in a large share 
of its time laboring with a committee representing the as- 
sociation of bag paper manufacturers, a perfect understand- 
ing with the members of the latter association being nec- 
essary to the success of any advance in bags. The work 
of the committees was helped along by the realization that 
fierce competition, with price cutting, would follow a fail- 
ure to put up prices. Messrs. McIlvaine, Hillegass and 
Renick represented the bag makers and Messrs. Fletcher, 
Campbell and Newton represented the bag paper manufac- 
turers in the conference. 

Henry W. Stokes, of the Conewago Bag Manufacturing 
Company, of York Haven, acted as chairman of the meet- 
ing. Those who attended the meeting, with the names of 
their own companies, were: H. W. White, Columbia Paper 
Bag Company, New York; J. McIlvaine, Columbia Paper 
Bag Company, Baltimore, Md.; Mr. Chelf, Wortendyke

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CONDITION OF BUSINESS. 


There Is a Seasonable Demand for Product and Prices Are 
Very Firm—Jobbing Business 
Improving. 


Business in the New York market this week is reported 
as of average volume for this season, but while trade is 
fairly good there is some complaint, especially among the 
mill men, that the demand is not as active as it should be. 
Owing to the lagging of the demand quotations on news 
and book are not quite so firm. With the dealers, on the 
other hand, the general report is that business is “pretty 
good.” The houses that make a specialty of manilas are 
perhaps busier than the others. The market situation on 
manilas is said to be firmer than on the other kinds and 
grades of paper. The recent curtailed production of ma- 
nilas and the high price of ground wood have, no doubt, 
helped to hold up the market on wrappings. All the manila 
mills seem to be well supplied with orders. The manufac- 
turers are therefore firm in their demands. All of them, it 
is believed, are adhering to the change in the basis of 
weight, which was equivalent to an advance in prices. Ir 
news paper the market is at present disturbed. As a result 
of the rather sharp competition among the manufacturers 
prices on news are not so firmly held as they were last 
month. Sheet news in comparatively small lots has been 
quoted this week at 2% to 2.35 cents. Roll news is nominal- 
ly quoted at 214 cents. Side runs of news for some rea- 
son seem to be very plentiful in this market. The quota- 
tion in side runs is 2.05 and 2.10 cents. Tissues are firm, 
but the hoped for advances cannot be obtained, as the fear 
of the new production coming on the market offsets their 
present strength. Bag papers are strong, and from all ac- 
counts the list prices agreed upon by the manufacturers will 
be adhered to for the current year. On book paper the 
market, while really unchanged, is not considered quite as 
active as it was a few weeks ago. Buyers are holding 
back orders in the hope of depressing prices, so the book 
paper men declare. This same thing, for that matter, holds 
true in regard to all the other grades of paper except ma- 
nilas. Writings are in somewhat better demand than they 
were during the first part of January. In regard to them 
there is some complaint at the slowness of the mills in 
filling orders, particularly on special orders. No change in 
the price of writings has taken place. Box boards are in 
limited demand, with the result that quotations are low, 
the competition among the manufacturers having forced 
them down. No relief is looked for in the box board busi- 
ness till the opening of the spring trade, about March 1. 
An advance in paper bags will probably be announced this 
week as a result of a three days’ conference of paper bag 
and bag paper manufacturers held at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel in New York last week. 


Holyoke Business Fair. 


Western Massachusetts Office 
Tue Paper Trape Journat, 
Hotyvoxe, Mass., January 24, 1905 


Paper mills in this section are resuming on fair orders, 
although much more business could be handled without 
trouble. Business is improving, being somewhat better 
than last week, but still it is not what might be reasonably 
expected. A manufacturer stated this afternoon that trade 
was a bit better than for the past few weeks, but his mill 
was not running full. He was at a loss to account for the 
holding up of orders by the jobbers, but expected trade 
would brighten soon. 

The American Writing Paper Company has its share of 
business and is running its mills on fair orders. Trade is 
improving and some good orders have been received. 

The Whiting -Paper Company is busy, with the usual 
number of orders, and trade with it is very fair. 

The Parsons Paper Company has a fair business and 
some very excellent orders for its ledger papers have been 
received. 

Taken as a whole, business has averaged fair during the 
past week. The Chemical Paper Company, however, has 
done a very good business thus far this month.

Boston Trade Satisfactory.

Boston, Mass., January 24, 1905. 

Business developments with city paper dealers during 
the past few weeks were fairly satisfactory, although 
in volume of tonnage moved it is doubtful if the magnitude 
of last year’s January business is being equaled. True it is 
that some jobbers report quite a heavy run of business, but 
such reports are not general. Still, no complaints of dull- 
ness are heard, even from dealers inclined to be pessimistic. 
Much of the business now being done, it is said, is in the 
shipping of paper on orders booked weeks ago. The daily 


routine call for paper from ‘tity printers and other con- 
sumers is of fair proportion, so that the shipping depart- 
ments are being kept pretty busy. Visiting representatives 
of New England paper mills claim that business is very 


good, sufficiently so to keep the mills running full for the 
time being, and in the meantime new orders are being re- 
ceived, so that the outlook for the immediate future is by 
no means discouraging. As regards prices, old quotations 
continue to rule. There is a disposition on the part of 
some manufacturers of book papers to talk up prices, but so 
far as can be learned no actual advance has been made in 
this market. Conditions, however, are such as to keep the 
tone of the market firm, and, while prices may not be ad- 
vanced for some weeks, it is generally conceded lower 
quotations are not likely to be made. DELESDERNIER. 





Temporary Lull in Philadelphia. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, January 24, 1905.—While the jobbing 
trade in gencral found the close of last week and the open- 
ing day of the present one less busy than was hoped for, 
and really than was anticipated, there is a conviction that 
the lull is only temporary and transient. Certainly there 
are no forebodings of dullness and no diminution of the 
confidence that 1905 will be a record breaker in excellence 
of trade. The quietness is rather from out of town than 
from in town customers, and is shown more by the smaller 
mails than the decreased orders of city salesmen. Such 
of the jobbers as call attention to this easing off point out 
that the last few days have brought forth a greater earnest- 
ness on the part of the manufacturers to secure orders than 
they have hitherto displayed. But the story of quiet times 
has exceptions in the experience of some houses, who de- 
clare that their jobbing business is very brisk. 

Of the manufacturers, those whose output is book gen- 
erally report seasonable dullness, due to the close of the 
season with the big publishers and their reluctance to place 
new orders until stock taking is over. In kangings business 
is exceedingly brisk. The building paper trade is, of 
course, quiet. 

All along the line prices range from quiet to firm, the 
single exception being manila tissues. The agreement 
among the trade to maintain the price at 55 and 60 cents 
has been suspended by general consent. This arose because 
one of the parties to the agreement, according to trade talk, 
found himself well stocked up with tissues and in receipt of 
more. He respected the agreement, however, and notified 
the members of the Paper Trade Association that condi- 
tions made it advisable to suspend the agreement. This 
action was taken and now tissues have shaded off, sales 
being generally at 50 cents, though there have been re- 
ported a few instances when small lots went off as low as 
47% cents. E. R. G.

acter whatever against the company, aggregating a very 
considerable sum, have been settled. 

“Briefly, Mr. Weeks surrendered to the company every 
thing that he had received from the company in the way of 
securities given him in payment for his property. In addi- 
tion thereto he waived all claims against the company, and 
finally paid or agreed to pay the company a further sum 
of $250,000. The settlement, therefore, is a very good one, 
and I think that the stockholders are to be congratulated 
not only upon the fact that a tedious and expensive litiga- 
tion has been settled but also upon the sale of the Oswego 
Falls property at a very good price.” 





The Official Statement. 


The counsel interested in the case agreed on the follow- 
ing statement as to the settlement: 

“At the Chancery Chambers at Newark, this morning 
(January 19), before Vice Chancellor Emery, Lawrence & 
Hughes, as counsel for the United Box Board and Paper 
Company and its directors and constituent corporations; 
Griggs & Baldwin, as counsel for the Oswego Falls Pulp 
and Paper Company, with Coult & Howell representing 
New Jersey interests, appeared, and upon consent of all 
the parties a decree was entered dismissing the suits 
brought by John A. Shutts to set aside the transfer of 
properties to the United Box Board and Paper Company, 
made at its organization in July, 1902; and dissolving the 
injunction which has for a long time past restfained the 
transfer of a large part of the company’s stock. 

“Simultaneously with the above, an order was made in 
the New York Supreme Court at Oswego on consent of 
Lawrence & Hughes, representing the United Box Board 
and Paper Company; Northrup & Tooke, representing the 
Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company, and Winthrop & 
Stimson, on behalf of the Morton Trust Company, of New 
York, discontinuing the suit brought in New York by the 
Oswego company to recover back its property conveyed to 
the United Box Board and Paper Company when first or- 
ganized. There was also recorded a deed, by which the 
United Box Board and Paper Company conveys back to 
the Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company its manufac- 
turing plant and mill at Fulton, N. Y., and a purchase 
money mortgage for $175,000 given by the Oswego com- 
pany to the United Box Board and Paper Company for 
part of the purchase price. The Oswego company at once 
took possession of the mill at Fulton, N. Y., which it will 
henceforth operate. 

“The above transactions are the outcome of a protracted 
negotiation upon which counsel for the parties have been 
engaged for several weeks, by which all litigations grow- 
ing out of the organization of the United Box Board and 
Paper Company are settled to the satisfaction of all parties 
concerned, and the United Box Board and Paper Company 
is relieved from the legal difficulties which it has had to 
contend with ever since its organization. 

“It is announced that as the result of this settlement 
there have passed back into the treasury of the United 
Box and Board and Paper Company near $1,000,000 of its 
preferred stock and a corresponding amount of common 
stock, thus effecting a large reduction in the outstanding 
capitalization. The United Box Board and Paper Company 
also receives several hundred thousand dollars of its own 
first mortgage bonds, so that deducting recent payments 
the Box Board Company will have outstanding when the 
Oswego company has completed its payments considerably 
less than $1,000,000 of first mortgage bonds in all. The 
transaction is regarded as a highly important step in read- 
justing the finances of the United Box Board and Paper 
Company. The plant at Oswego manufactures news paper, 
and will not “be a competitor in thesbox board industry.” 





Philadelphia Paper Stock Dealers’ Association.

PHILADELPHIA, January 24, 1905.—An adjourned meeting 
of prospective members of the Paper Stock Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation of Philadelphia was held this afternoon in the Ger- 
man-American Building, Broad and Arch streets.

Mr. Anderson retired from active connection with the 
paper trade on January 1, 1903, when the firm of J. F. An- 
derson, Jr., & Co., 34 Beekman street, dissolved and was 
succeeded by the firm of F. W. Anderson & Co. Since his 
retirement two years ago the deceased occupied his leisure 
in attending to his private interests, of which he had many. 
For the past two years Mr. Anderson, as trustee of the 
Preble and Pease estates, had offices in the American Tract 
Society Building, 150 Nassau street, New York. 

John F. Anderson, Jr., was born in New York sixty- 
five years ago. At the age of twelve he went to work for 
a produce commission house, which had offices at 51 New 
street, between Beaver street and Exchange place. In 
1858 he entered the paper business, starting as a clerk for 
J. Q. Preble, a manufacturing stationer and paper dealer 
at 28 Beekman street. In 1862 Mr. Anderson entered the 
employ of Bradley R. Hard, who had been in business 
for many years in Beekman street. In 1864 he became a 
partner in the firm, the name being changed to Bradley R. 
Hard & Co., under which title the bysiness was conducted 
till the death of Mr. Hard in August, 1872. In that year 
the newly organized firm of J. F. Anderson, Jr., & Co. suc- 
ceeded to the business of Bradley R. Hard & Co. Wil- 
liam E, Conrow was a member of the firm of J. F. Ander- 
son, Jr., & Co., and Mrs. Bradley R. Hard was a special 
partner for three years. On the expiration of the special 
partnership of Mrs. Hard, and the retirement of Mr. 
Conrow in 1882, F. W. Anderson was taken into partnership 
in the firm. A few years later Randolph Nexsen was ad- 
mitted to the firm. 


Mr. Anderson made his home in Brooklyn, where he 
resided for more than forty years. He was a trustee of the 
Washington Trust Company, of Mount Holyoke College, 
of the South Brooklyn Savings Institution and of the 
Massachusetts Mutual Life Insurance Company. He was 
trustee of a few estates and held other positions of trust. 
He was a member of the Hardware Club, the Chamber 
of Commerce and the Aldine Club, of New York, and of 
the Union League Club of Brooklyn. He had also been 
the treasurer and a director of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children for twenty-two years, and 
had been the president of the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals. He was for thirty years a trustee 
of the Central Congregational Church Society, and was 
the senior deacon of the religious body.

James A. Outterson Talks a Little About the Transactions 
--Is Running Three Mills on Chicago Tribune 
Paper—The Argument as to the Contracts. 


. 


Interest still attaches to the developments growing out 
of the recent change in the holders of the contracts for 
supplying paper to the Chicago Tribune and the Boston 
Herald. These contracts, it will be recalled, were taken 
two months ago by Perkins, Goodwin & Co., of New York. 
They have since been taken over by the International Pa- 
per Company, or to state the case correctly, the managers 
of the Boston Herald ignored their contract with Perkins, 
Goodwin & Co. and made a new contract with the Inter- 
national Paper Company. Later by an amicable agreement 
with Perkins, & Co. the International Paper 
Company adjusted the differences arising from the action 
of the Boston Herald managers and took over the contract 
of Perkins, Goodwin & Co. for supplying the Chicago 
Tribune. The contract of the Philadelphia Telegraph is 
still held by Perkins, Goodwin & Co. 

The details of the agreement whereby the International 
and Perkins, Goodwin & Co. settled ail the questions re- 
lating to these contracts are not known. It is, however, 
practically admitted that the International now holds these 
two contracts, and, judging from appearances, Perkins, 
Goodwin & Co. are satisfied with the terms of settlement. 

Now that it is admitted that the International Paper 
Company holds the contracts for furnishing the paper for 
both the Chicago Tribune and the Boston Herald, the chief 
interest in the matter relates to the future production of the 
Malone, De Grasse and Champion mills, of New York 
State, the three mills that under the original arrangement 
were to supply the paper for the Boston Herald, the Chi- 
cago Tribune and the Philadelphia Telegraph. In the hope 
of getting an answer to the question a representative of 
Tue Paper Trape JourNAL called at the New York offices 
of the mills referred to at 41 Park row, and by chance 
found Mr. Outterson there. In answer to questions, Mr. 
Outterson said: 

“All three mills are now running on paper for the Chi- 
cago Tribune. I have nothing to do with any change in 
the ownership of these contracts, as I did not take them

Meeting of Creditors of H. Linetzky & Son. 


A meeting of the creditors of H. Linetzky & Son, 83 
Bowery, New York, was held at the Astor House in that 
city on Thursday of last week. J. McIlvaine, of the Co- 
lumbia Paper Bag Company, of Baltimore, was selected as 
chairman. The firm’s liabilities were given as $22,000, 
and assets at about $9,000. Joseph A. Arnold, of 22 Wil- 
liam street, counsel for the firm, made an offer of settle- 
ment of 25 cents on the dollar in cash. This offer was 
Mr. Arnold for the firm then offered 25 cents in 
cash and 10 per cent. in notes. This offer was also re- 
fused.

Canadian Manufacturers Ask for Legislation to Prevent the 
Exportation of Logs and Pulp Wood—A Special 
Committee to Prepare Petition. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

MonTrEAL, Canada, January 23, 1905.—At a meeting of 
the paper and wood pulp manufacturers of Canada held 
here this week it was unanimously resolvéd that in the in- 
terests of the Dominion, and especially of the Province of 
Quebec, every effort should be made to enact legislation to 
prohibit the export of logs and pulp wood. A special com- 
mittee was appointed for the purpose of preparing a peti- 
tion to lay before Parliament, now in session at Ottawa.

Water Matters at Fulton, N. Y. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Futton, N. Y., January 23, 1905.—A meeting of the pa- 
per mill owners and others deriving power from the lower 
dam in this city was held at the office of the Volney Paper 
Company on Saturday. The object of the meeting was to 
select delegates to represent the Manufacturers’ Association 
at a hearing before the Barge Canal Advisory Board at 
Albany, N. Y., where plans for the construction of. the 
canal through Fulton have already been presented. 

There has developed considerable friction between the 
paper mill owners at the lower dam and the Oswego Falls 
Pulp and Paper Company-and American Woolen Company 
at the upper dam.

The Stilwell-Bierce & Smith-Vaile Co.’s Affairs.

Dayton, Ohio, January 23, 1905.—Important action was 
taken the past week in connection with the adjustment of 
the affairs of the Stilwell-Bierce & Smith-Vale Company, 
of this city. A basis of ‘settlement was reached here as to 
the apportionment of the purchase price of the bonds of the 
company. The action was the outcome of a conference of 
representatives of the bondholders and the trustees of the 
bankrupt company. Upon the agreement Judge Thompson, 
of the United States Court in the Southern Ohio District, 
issued an order directing a settlement at the agreed price, 
70.cents on the dollar. This has been hanging fire in the 
courts for over a year, the case constituting the largest 
bankruptcy proceeding ever conducted in the courts of this 
district, the liabilities exceeding $1,465,800. M. V.

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Paper Bags Advance. 


Recently the makers of bag paper advanced quotations 
on their product, and as a natural sequence the prices of 
paper bags have now been increased. The paper bag and 
bag paper manufacturers, as a result of a three days’ ses- 
sion in New York, agreed on plans of action for both, and 
preliminary announcements of the increases in the prices 
of bags have already been made by some manufacturers. 

Competition in the paper bag line has been particularly 
keen of late, and in the hustle for orders prices have not 
grown stronger. In fact, even with the advances now 
made it puzzles some people to calculate how the bag 
makers make a living profit. 





Combination Sells Mills. 

The topic of chief interest in the box board line this 
week is the transfer back to their original owners, F. G. 
Weeks et al. and John A. Shutts, of the mills at Fulton, 
N. Y., and Penn Yan, N. Y., which were purchased from 
those owners by the company when it began operations. 
This resale of the mills is the result of suits started by the 
original owners in their efforts to regain their properties, 
and the details of the transactions are set forth in our news 
columns. Of the mills taken over by the company, one at 
Middleport, N. Y.; one at Bogota, N. J., and one at Whip- 
pany, N. J., have been burned; one at Middletown, Ohio, 
has been dismantled; one at Lawrence, Mass., has never 
been operated, and now the two referred to have been sold. 

The most recent transactions are said fp be entirely sat- 
isfactory to all parties concerned, and are regarded by the 
trade as having an important bearing on the future life of 
the box board combination. The matters have been in the 
courts for two years, but the cases have never been tried, 
and are now settled out of court. 


The National Meetings. 


So far as can now be judged, the national meetings of 
the American Paper and Pulp Association and of the 
American Paper Trade Association, to be held in New 
York next month, promise to bring together the largest at- 
tendance of paper manufacturers and paper dealers in the 
history of the trade. Both the manufacturing and dis- 
tributing divisions of the trade will have representatives 
from all sections, and there will be up for discussion and 
action questions of interest and importance to both makers 
and dealers. Members of the industry and trade in all 
sections should make special efforts to be present and to 
take part in the proceedings. 

The sale of tickets is unprecedented and if the demand 
keeps up at the present rate the banquet will be a record 
breaker, and the paper men have had some large affairs of 
this kind in the last few years. Those who have not filed 
their applications for tickets and seats should not delay 
longer. The speakers at the banquet are selected, and 
headed by Simeon Ford, the man who by necessity is a 
hotel man and by choice or compulsion a distributer of 
fun at famous feasts, will entertain the banquetters in the 
choicest way. It therefore devolves on every maker and 
seller of paper to be on hand at the Waldorf-Astoria on 
February 8 and 9. 

Some Recent Failures. 

Extending over a period of several months the New York 
paper field has been the scene of a number of failures which, 
in the proper and legitimate course of business, should not 
have occurred. Most of them have been complete collapses, 
and in the majority of them the creditors have had to con- 
sole themselves with what they could save out of the 
wreck, and that salvage has been small. The largest has 
paid up to date 50 cents on the dollar, the next largest 35 
cents, another will pay about 15 cents, and in two others 
the mourners will realize next to nothing. 

Most of these failures have been of concerns that have 
done a bigger business than their capital warranted, ap- 
parently having an eye only to turning over a large ton- 
nage without any particular reference to the amount of 
profit to be gained. In other cases high living has been a 
factor in bringing about the disaster, and in some there 
is a suspicion that there was not as large a stock of hon- 
esty and good faith as there should have been. 


Only this week a mill representative was bewailing h 
purchase of a ticket to a creditors’ meeting, and giving 
as his opinion that Tue Paper Trape JourNAt should dx 
nounce men who made failures such as have been in evi 
dence of late. THe Paper Trape JourNnat has alway 
done so. It has also criticised the men who sold to thos« 
whose aim in business seems to be to make money by pay 
ing a few cents on the dollar for their goods and cleaning 
up the rest of the liabilities by bankruptcy proceedings. | 
there were no such sellers there would be no such failurts 
and it seems to us that in these days of keen competition 
some sellers are willing to adopt the policy of big sale; 
with small or no profits which they so loutily condemn in 
others when the failure comes. It is not rare for a selle: 
who knows that a man to whom he is selling is doing busi 
ness on little or no margin of profit, to continue the sales, 
“taking a chance,” as he himself expresses it. Under such 
circumstances he has only himself to blame for the loss. 
and he should not weep when the inevitable happens. 

There are indications, however, that creditors are awak 
ening to the fact that it is a good thing to have the class 
of dealers referred to out of the trade. It is not so easy 
as it was to pay debts by means of the bankruptcy courts 
and then to begin all over again. Sellers are seeing that 
there is a distinct advantage in refusing to compromis« 
with such dealers and in driving them out of the paper 
field. In the main there is a more careful scrutiny of cred- 
its, and when trouble does overtake a merchant he does 
not always find the bankruptcy petition the easy and ready 
method of shirking his responsibilities. Dealers who be- 
come involved in a legitimate way always have the ready 


assistance of their creditors. Others should have that as- 


. sistance denied them, and the prospects are that they will 


As a rule the trade records are not marred by large fail- 
ures. The wrecks are mainly of small concerns that do 
business in a reckless way, seeking to make sales simply 
to keep the orders from someone else and with no regard 
as to profits. For the most part paper merchants are a 
steady going, careful class of business men, and while this 
is true it is only fair to say that there is need of reform 
in the method of selling goods to some of the minor con- 


cerns in the trade. 





The Chicago paper jobbing houses are all preparing to 
issue lists on February 1 establishing a differential on 
broken packages, as was foreshadowed in these columns 
some time since. The additional charge made ranges from 
10 to 33% per cent. advance over the ream price. On flat 
papers the differential is generally fixed at 2 cents a pound. 
Chicago is about the last city in the country to adopt the 
plan. It is a reasonable proposition that broken lots of 
paper should be charged at a higher price than those sold 
in original reams. Someone must pay for the extra cost of 
handling, bookkeeping and other expenses, and that some- 
one is either the paper dealer or the consumer. The paper 
dealer is free to assume the burden if he sees fit, but good 
business judgment dictates that he should put this extra 
cost on the consumer, where it belongs. 


The Canadian paper and pulp makers have started on a 
campaign to bring about the prohibition of the export of 
pulp logs to the United States. As the United States is 
the best customer that the Dominion has in this line, it is 
not likely that she will heed the request. The sentiment of 
the idea may appeal to Canadian patriotism, but hardly to 
the hard common sense of the wood growers and the pulp 
makers. 


In the corporation notices from Springfield, Ill., this week 
appears a mention of the dissolution of the George H. 
Friend Paper and Tablet Company, of Chicago. It is sim- 
ply a record of an old matter, the Illinois corporation hav- 
ing sold out to the Friend Paper Company, of West Car- 
rollton, Ohio, an Ohio corporation, and therefore making 
the dissolution of the Illinois corporation a matter of course.

While the mills in this city have been running without 
restrictions as to the use of water today, it is likely that 
by Wednesday restrictions will be issued. It was stated by 
the Holyoke Water Power Company today that the water 
in the Connecticut had been falling rapidly all day and only 
16 inches showed on the flashboards on the dam. 

It is believed that by limiting the mills to 50 per cent. 
surplus water there will be plenty to run the week out. 
It is possible, however, that the weather may be such that 
restrictions will not be necessary. 

An official of the water power company stated today that 
he did not believe there would be much further trouble for 
the mills, as with slightly warmer weather there would 
be plenty of water for all. 

The streams in Western Massachusetts outside the feed 
ers of the Holyoke dam are fairly full, and the mills have a 
very good supply at present.

FINANCIAL.—Money on call during the week ruled at 
144@2% per cent.

On Tuesday money ruled 134@2 per 
cent., closing at 2 per cent., with the majority of loans 
made at 2 per cent. Time money, 2% per cent. for sixty 
days, 3 per cent. for three, four and five months, and 3% 
per cent. for six months. Mercantile paper, 334@4 per 
cent. for thirty to ninety days’ indorsed bills receivable, 4 
per cent. for choice four to six months’ single names and 
4% per cent. for others.

PAPER.—There is a fairly good volume of business be- 
ing done in the various grades by both manufacturers and 
dealers. News paper is being offered more freely than 
heretofore, with the result that prices are somewhat weaker. 
Side runs of News are plentiful and are being sold at from 
2.05@z2.10c. Manilas are firm and in steady but not active 
demand. Prices on all kinds of wrappings continue un- 
changed. The high price of ground wood and the curtailed 
production of Manilas have helped to strengthen the mar- 
ket on this line. Tissues are in good demand, but owing to 
the increased production the expected advances in prices 
have not taken place. Bag papers are firmly held, the 
prices of the manufacturers being adhered to rigidly. This 
fact was demonstrated last week, when the manufacturers 
of bag papers refused to lower their prices at the request 
of the paper bag manufacturing companies. Because of the 
attitude of the former an advance in bags will probably be 
announced this weék. Book papers are holding steady at 
the old quotations, despite the feeling in the market that 
new orders are not as plentiful as they were. Most of the 
Book paper mills are reported comfortably full of business, 
still there are others that are said to be in need of orders. 
In Writings the market is in fairly good condition; the de- 
mand, while not as active as it should be, is sufficiently 
strong to keep the mills running full. Box Boards are dull 
and weak. We quote :

WOOD PULP.—Little if any change has taken place 
within the past week in ground wood. From all accounts 
pulp continues very scarce. Such offerings as are being 
made are of Canadian ground wood at $23.50@26 deliv- 
ered. Domestic pulp is evidently as scarce as it has been 
for months. There is considerable inquiry for stocks, but 
owing to the unwillingness of the paper manufacturers to 
pay the high prices asked for the Canadian the number of 
sales are small. 


WOOD FIBRES.—In fibres, as with the other raw ma- 
terials, the buying is limited to the pressing needs of the 
paper manufacturers. The restraining influence in the stock 
market is the high level of prices. The withholding of 
orders by the paper manufacturers has not as yet. resulted 
in any lowering of quotations. Stocks of’ foreign fibres 
continue very scarce indeed, so the importers report. The 
supply available for the current year is now unusually 
small, so they say. Domestic fibres are firm, although the 
new demand is not active.
